How did we get them back then? Same ways we get them today: from the 
manufacturer. If you want to endure horrific prices, minimum order, UPS COD fee. 
Tec, H-P, Raytheon, Rockwell are all willing to lower your pockets. 

Option 2: specialized sources: Frontier, Quest, AES, Frankenstein's Lab, 
Sovtek/New Sensor MCM. See the Rec.Antique.Radiotphono FAQ for more. 

And just because Everette doesn't have doorknobs in his flyer doesn't mean 

he doesn't have a basement full. 

As a sometimes tube dealer, I can tell you (on background-don't quote me) 

that we all get a box or two of service caps -and some 21LR8s-as part of 

every deal involving KT88s.

I found a problem on this and the SB-313 (SB-3-1 and 303 also, I 

assume). If you find spurious oscillations or regeneration, it's most 
likely causedd by poor bonding between the RF PCBoard or the preselector 
tuning cap rotor to the chassis.Thghten those screws good, after checking 
the star washers under them; I ran braid from the cap to a good gnd.

As Benjamin D. Hall said 
Hi Folks... 


Bought a new radio today and Belton and went to try it out. As I always do, 
checked the tubes and caps for shorts and looked for visual damage. Found 
none. 


Plugged it into my GFCI as I always do with any peice of equipment new to my 
abode, hit the power-on switch and xclickx, off went the GFCI. Upon 
headscratching and further investigation, I found that the line cord had 
been replaced (as evidenced by electrical tape near the connector which I 
don't think would have passed military inspection) was incorrectly wired: 
the neutral wire was hooked to the chassis, and the ground wire was being 
used as the neutral. 


VV VV VV VV VV VV VV OV 


The primary power circuit of an unknown device is one that I check out 
thoroughly before allowing coulombs to course through its veins again. 
Any filter caps from AC line to ground get replaced, and I always use 
.01's in place of larger caps---I've seen as much a a quarter mike used 
here, and that makes a chassis hotter than a pistol. I always 
double-check the power cord wiring, and make sure that any transformer 
primaries are isolated from ground. I look for a proper strain relief 
setup on the power cord and, if needed, add a terminal strip for 
connecting the mains power to the rest of the box. 


Some years ago, I bought an airplane full of nice radios that didn't 
work properly. On investigating, I found that this was the third or 
fourth set of radios that had been installed in the airplane, and saw 
that there were older wiring harnesses, etc. that had been clipped and 
a bunch of other stuff. I also found things like zip cord and 
tape-wrapped connections. After I got done, I had removed about 10 
lbs. of unused wiring, and redone the primary power to use the correct 
circuit breakers and wiring, along with proper wire and terminations. 
That was the end of the radio problems in that airplane. I can't begin 
to think of the number of times that primary power wiring has needed 
attention in various devices. 


Dan Schoo and I have discussed, on rec.antiques.radiot+tphono, using a 
small isolation transformer (about $19 from Mouser) in a full-wave 
bridge circuit with 1N4005's to feed an AA5-type AC-DC circuit. I 
haven't built one of these up yet, but feeding 120 Hz unfiltered DC to 
an AA5 should be "just about right" to isolate it from mains power and 


make it fairly hum-free. Filtering the DC would probably shove the 
input voltage up some, and require some series resistance at the input.

After rewiring the power cord and re-orienting the 5R4 rectifier (this is an 
octal tube that had the keyway broken off and had been put into the socket in 
the wrong orientation causing a fuse blow) the R-366 works really nice. What 
nice audio. The push-pull 6AQ5's have enough power to break glass at 50 
yards! This thing is LOUD! But it does sound good. Was playing some AM 
music on one of the Tex/Mex stations in Houston and it sounded really nice. 
As far as SW, it works really well with good sensitivity and a nice 6 
position crystal filter that works well. With a 7 foot horizontal on it I 
was picking up WWVH (that's Hawaii on 1kW if I remember correctly underneath 
WWV in Colorado at 5kW). 


Nice radio. It's a keeper. I know I am wasting my breath, but does anyone 
have a manual/schematic/any information at all? 


BTW, I saw the people walking around Belton with the Electric Radio and Real 
Radios Glow in the Dark shirts. I just knew I should have introduced 
myself! Next time folks we have to meet somewhere and chat. Anyone see a 
guy with a goatee walking around with a crimson colored ALABAMA shirt, dark 
green jacket and shorts?

For what little it's worth, my long-held understanding is: 

The superb R-42 "Reproducer" speaker was designed as the companion 
to the SX-42 and was phased out of production about the same time that 
interesting receiver fell victim to growing popularity of dual conversion. 

Because the SX-62 basically was a replumbed and gussied-up SX-42 
aimed at the SWL market, and because typically hams skipped purchasing 
the companion speaker when purchasing a receiver, there were a bunch of 
R-42s languishing on dealers' shelves that were logically and profitably 
sold as companions to the SX-62. 

When the last of the R-42s went out the door, the less exotic and 
less expensive R-46 took its place. 

And when the SX-62A and SX-62B variants showed up with revised 
audio outputs, they were marketed with the R-46A and R-48 speakers, which 
offered no 5000-ohm inputs. 

The R-42 was the last speaker on which Hallicrafters lavished 
extra appearance touches aimed at appealing to the "hi-fi" buffs. I've 
seen a couple of near-mint examples sporting $100 pricetags at Dayton. 
Makes a wonderful companion to an SX-88, too, if you're fortunate enough 
to possess one of those beauties...
